which things they obſerued, not as ciuill cuſtomes, pex- 
eaining to bodily cleanlineſſe, bur as religious ceremo- 
nies belongings inward holyncfle , and therefore our 
4 Sauiour bif doth ſo ſharply reproouc them.

For alchough he was appointed of God | 
to be the light of the Gentils,and the glory of his people 
Iſrael : yet for as much as the due tiwe was not yet come 
in which he ſhovid be ſhewed to rhe Gentils, before the | 
reſurreion,he was content in the perſon of the Media- 
tor, to keepe himſelfe. within the bounds of his calling: | 
Burt hee could nor bee hid altogether , becauſe God had 
appointed this woman of Cares to finde him out, | 
which thing from Chriſt, by his diuine knowledge,could| 
not be hidden.

[miſes of God, containedin the old Teſtainent, ker faith 

was builded,and founded,(o ſtedfaſtly, that no ftorme of 
temptation was able to oucrthrow it, VVhich thing js 

very neceflary for vs to conſider , that when our fab 

ſhall be tried and examined,as this womans was, we may 
know how to withſtand all the aſſaults of moft grieuous 

remptations, as ſhee did. Thar the tryall of our faith 

which is much more pretiousthen gold thatperiſherh, 
(though irbee tryed by fire) might bee found vnto our 
praiſe, honor, and glory , at the appearing of our Lord' 
leſus Chrift.Ler vs therefore make much of the generall 
promiſes of God,lervs willingly embracethem,diligent- 
ly weigh them, anddayly remembertbem : for inthem- 
.our faich being grounded, it ſhall ſand like a moſt ſure 

bulwarke,and inuincible fortreſſe,againlt any thing thar 
ſhall aſſault our eucrlaſting ſaluatrion. 

'Vpoathis boldnefle, and confidence, this wretched. 
woman commeth vato Chrift.For thus her taith conclu- 
deth : ſecing all nations of the world ſhall bee bleſſed in 
him,the very Canes are not excluded. For although | 
the Caraxits were once curſed of God,aboue all other | 
nations, yet by this bleſſed ſeed all curſes ſhould beraken | 
away \fecing is notreſtrained to one nation, more 
chen anorher,but isthecomon hlefling vnto all along 
Doe ER od | 
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{ bold, with open mouth, to crie out vnto him.O Lerd thou 
n_ ange of Dauid,hane mercy vpon mc. 
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And ſeeing he ſhall heare the poore that cxye vnto him, 
and ſuccour the incedy that hath none other helper , hee 
muſt heare me alſo, being ſo poore acreature and help- 
leſſe that cryerh vnto him. And for-aſmuch as whoſo- 
cuer putteth his truſt in him, ſhall notbee confounded, 
hee cannot refule. my humble requeſt, that repoſe my 
whole truſt and confidence in him. Therefore ſhee is 


Theſe words are diligently to bee confidered : Firſt 
that through confidence of faith, although hee doc not 
call vnto her, yet ſhee cryeth after him. And the vehe-; 
mencic of her requeſt is expreſſed by the word of crying, 
that ſhe doth nor ſpeake vato him,but with open mouth 
ſhee crieth vnto him . For a ſtrong faith ſendeth forth 
earneftrequeſts,as a feeble faith vttereth cold and for- 
mall prayers. And concerning the forme of her petition, 
it declareth that her faith was nor a conceaued fantaſie 
ofher owne braine , but an affured perſwaſion out of the 
word of God. For ſeeing the Mef#ah was promiſed to be 
the ſonne of Dax/d, and that all felicity was promiſedin 
thekingdome of Daxza, according to the holy Oracle of 
God,ſhe calleth Chriſt the ſonne of Dauz4. For ſhee had | 
learned that God ſaid of <Meſjiah,figured in the perſon 
of Salomon, which was the ſonne of Da«7d, I will bee his 
Father,and hee ſhall bee my ſonne. Shee had heard the 
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Prophcſie of E/ay,that God promiſed, that out of the 01d 
withered tumpe of 7/ay the tather of Dauid, arod Ronny 
comeforth, and a graffe ſhould grow out of his roote: 
the ſpirit of the Lord ſhall reſt vpon him, the ſpirit of 
knowledge and vnderſtanding,&c. And that which Jeye-}

my Wwritcth of the righteous branche, that-God would ' 
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raiſe vp vato Dad , which King ſhould raigne and exe- 
= iudgment , whoſe name ſhould bee, The Lord onr | 
righteou(neſſe: Vpon theſe or ſuch like places of Scrip- 
cure her faith was grounded , by which ſhee had learned 
to call him the ſonne of Daezd, whereby ſhee: declared 
thar ſhee acknowledged him to bee the ſame which was- 
deſcribed and ſet forth inthe Scriptures; .and rhar ſhee 
looked to obraine at his hands thoſe things which were 
romiſed of him inthe Scriptures. In which it was pro- 
miſed,rnat hee ſhould heare the cric of the poore,when 
| they made their. humble ſupplication to him : that hee 
ſhould ſuccour the afflifted, who had .none to helpe 
them: that hee ſhould take vponchim allour-infirmities, 
and beare all our diſeaſes: that hee ſhould preach ſight 
to the blinde, limmes to the lame, life ro the dead, and 
. [deliverance to all that are afflicted.. 

This requeſt of hers therefore being inthe compaſſe 
of thoſe things which were promiſed to bee granted by 
him ; ſhee-is: bould to call and cry vnto him ſaying :0 
Lord,thou ſonne of Danid haue mercy pon mee,my daveh- 
ter is miſerably tormented with a Diuel!, And note that 
| ſhee deſireth him ts bee mercifull vnto her, whereas her 
ſure chiefly concernedherdaughter. For not onely the 
naturall loue of her danghter made her to accomptthe | | 
miſeries of herchild to bee her owne priefe, butalſo ſhe 
acknowledgeth that. God in planging of her daughter, 
 plagneth the mother allo, and thersfore ſhee defirerh 
Chriſt ro haue mercy,picty,and compaſſion,of her ſelfe,. 
as well as of her daughter. | 

And further note, that (hee challengeth nothing by 
leſert,metire,or worthineſſe, bur onely of mercy, pitty, 
and compaſſion, ſaying : Haue mercy pon-meLard, thou | 
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| ſonne of Dautd. 
Hetherto yee haue-heard how her faith was firmely 


faſtencd vpon the promiſes of God, and that ſhee en- 
dured the tryall of a mighty and ſtrong rempration her 
daughter beeing poſſeſſed with the Diuell, which was fo 
farre off, that it could over-throw her faith, that ratherit 
was an occaſion whereby her faith-was ſhewed to bee 
moſt inuincible, and ſer forth for- one of the chiefeſt ex- 
amples of-the greateſt faith that cuer was in the world, 
Bur chere remaine- yet more -gricuous temptations, 
whereby her faith was tenne times more vehemently aſ- 
faulted then euer it was before. For it followeth inthe 
text: And hee anſwered her not 4 word. This was a mar- 
uelous ſore tempration,that he,in whom her whole truſt 
was repoſed ,is ſo farre of from granting her petition, 
that hee ſeemeth to diſdaine ro make anſwer to herre- 

ueft. That hee which calleth and allureth vnto him all 
other , refuſeth ſo much as to ſpeake to her. That hee] ; 
which calleth and allureth vnto him all other,refuſeth ſo 
much as to ſpeake her. That he which offereth his helpe 
to them that-ſeckeirt nat, will not heare her humble ſure 
that doth ſo earneſtly craue it . What might ſhee thinke, 
bur that all her labour was loſt,all her hope was invaine, 
and all tharcuer ſhec heard of him was vntrue?Is this hee 
that is ſo courteous, and gentle to all chem that require 
his helpe 2 Is this he that made a generall proclamation, 
ſaying; Come vnto mee all yee that labour, and are laden, Mai 8. 
and 4 will refreſh you? Is this hee that neuer denyed'his| | 
gratious fauourto any that defired the ſame? The other | 
rempration,by the miſcry ofherdaughter,was very great, | 
but this tryall by the ſilence of Chriſt, in whom onely 
ſhec hoped for helpe,was much greater. F- , 
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And by this temptation alſo God trieth his ſeruants, that 
he doth not onely ſend them atflition and miſery to mo- 
leſt them , but often times alſo when they pray tor helpe 
and deliuerance, he ſeemeth both deafe and dumbe , tor 
as though he heard not their prayers , hee maketh no an- 
ſwer, but ſuffereth them to continue ſtill in miſery : not- 
withſtanding that hee hath promiſed to heare their pray- 
ers when they call vnto him our of their troubles. And 
not this onely, but as hee dealeth heere with this woman 
| whom he diſdaineth to anſwer,fo hee ſcemeth, not.onely 
to refuſe their prayers , but allo inſteed of helpe which 
they pray for, hec ſendeth them greater troukles, againſt | 
I! } which they pray. Wee ſez how oftenthe Propher in the 
il —— Pſalmes complaineth, that God is deafe, or dumbe, and 
| tag hee hearethnot his ſeruants which pray vato him . So 
Exod.5+ | heencreaſed rhe calamities of the liralites vnder Pharss, 

from that time that Af/es and Aron had put them to 
ſome comfort of deliverance. So this poorewoman no 
doubt reioycednot a lit:le , when ſhee heard that Chriſt 
was come into thoſe quarters : but when ſhee commeth 
vnto him,whom ſhee was glad that ſhee had found, ſhee | 
findeth no comfort at all in him , but great diſcourage-| 
ment and diſcomfort, if any thing could diſcourage a' 
ſtrong and liuely faith. VVee ſce therefore what a ſtrong | 
temptation her faith endured. 

. Buritis maruell how ſhee could retaive ſuch conftan- 
cie of faith , when hee that is the onely author and fini- 
(her of our faith,cuen Iefus Chriſt, diſdaineth ro ſpeake 
{ro her, in whoſe wordall our hope and truſt conſifterh. 

 Burhecre wee muſt vnderſtand, that Chriſt by this his 

filence did nor reie&t her fure, bur rather inflamed her 
| with greater feruency to continue the ſame .. For al- 
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though he ſuppreſſed his audible voige for a time, yerin 
rime of this lilence he ſpake vnto her by two moſt effec- 
tuall kindes of ſpeaking : Firſt by his generall promiſes, 
contained in the Scriptures,which ſounded ſo lowd con- 
tinually in the cares of her heart ,that by them ſhee was 
aſſurcd that Chriſt called her vnto him , alchough by his 
temporall and perticular ſilence hee ſeemed toreie her 
from him.Secondly, although he ſpake no word with his 
rongue,yct by his ſpirit he ſpake continually to herſoule, 
ſerling and ſealing the truth of Gods promiſes ſo ſted- 
faſtly in her heart, thatſhe knew it was vnpoſſible for her 
to miſſe of his grace at the length, although for the time 
ſhee ſeemed to beretuſed of him. And ſo vndoubtedly 
Almighty God dealeth often-times , euen with his bcſt 
beloued children,when he deferreth the anſwer of their 
requeſt for atime, ſo that hee ſeemeth to hold his peace, 
notwithſtanding that hee hath _ co anſwer them 
when they pray. In which perplexity they muſt remem- 
ber,that howſocuer hee ſeemeth to keepe lilence,by nor 
granting their requeſt, yet hee ſpeaketh to them conti- 
nually in his promiſes contained in his holy word, þ 
which they muſt bee aſſured that God will bee merci 
vnto them, albeir that hee with-hold his promiſed helpe 
for a ſeaſon. So Chriſt at one time ſpeaketh and holderh 
his peace_not to extinguiſh the faith of this Cexaxzte,but 
rather to inflame her earneſt affection in prayer, which. 
thing we ſee tooke effect in her. 

Then if ſo ſmall light of knowledge,as was poſhbleto} 
be in her, according to the ſtate of the time, and her own} | 
condition,wroughr ſuch conſtancie of faith : if fo little. 
ſeed of doctrine, brought forth ſuch aboundant fruite: | 
what ſhame'is it for. vs in ſocleare light of the Goſpell,

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not to ſcewith the eyes of our faith, the vamooucable 
[and vnchangeable truth and certainty of Gods promiles, 
and hauing recciued ſuck aboundance of the immortall 
ſeed,to bring forth ſo ſmall fruite, that wee are diſcoura- 
ged to continue our prayers,if we find not preſent helpe 
asſoone as wee begin to pray : And that wee doubt in 
our hearts of the truth of Gods promiſes, becauſe wee 
feele not the execution and fulfilling of them , euen ar 
ſuch time as we would appoint our ſelues . Not remem- 
bring,that he which hath promiſed to heare vs when we 
pray,hath commanded vs to bee importunate in prayer. 
And hath ſet before-vs the example of the poore wid- 
dow to bee followed, which having a matter to be heard 
before a wicked -Iudge,that feared neither God nor man, 
yet at the length obtained iuſtice at his hands through 
her importunity. And fhall not God much rather deli- 
uer his Ele that crye vnto him day and night, whom 
hee hath promiſed to heare and helpe? If therefore wee 
bee nor heard at the firſt, wee mult not therefore giue 
ouer praying ,but rather increaſe in ſtudy and ans. of 
prayer;knowing that it is Gods pleaſure in ſucha. caſe to 
bee ouer-come by importunate ſute . For if thething 
wee pray for bee within the compaſle of thoſe things 
which hee hath promifedto grant,hee can no more deny 
our requeſt, then heecandeny hirmſelfe,if wee continue 
in prayer. 

Bur fleſh and bloud will heere obie& to weaken our 
faith: What comfort haue I topray , whenl ſhall bee | 
]heardTI cannot tell when ? ForThaue prayed long , and | 
|findnoreleaſe of my troubles, but rather increaſe, and | 
| while hedeferrth his helpe (Iknow not for what cauſe) 
ſolong, in themeanetimeT ſhall periſh. I ch” ma 
there- 
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therefore to ſee if I can finde any comfort elſe where, | 

for none Ifinde in him . For anſwer , wee muſt conſider | 
thus much , that if wee looke to obtaine any helpe ar 
Gods hands by our prayers,wce muſt giue God this ho. 
nour, that hee knowerh berter then wee our ſelues, both 
what is meete for vs, and alſo at what time it-is beſt to 
beſtow itvyponvs , For hee which knoweth all things, | 
knoweth when it ismoſtconuenient, both for his glory, 
and for-our profit , to grant vs that which wee pray for. 
And there is no louing child of God (if theſe two might 
bee ſeperated ) but would preferre the glory of God he- 
fore his owne profit. Andthere is no wiſe man that will 
rake vpon him to know betterwhen his profic is to bee 
procured,then God, who is the onely wiſdome himſelfe, 
But ſceing theſe two things are alwayes linked toge- 
ther, namely the glory of God , and ourſaluation, wee | 
need no more to-doubr ,that-God will bee lefle carcfull | 
for our ſaluarion , then hee is zealous for .his owne 
glory. Therefore it is.a vaine obicftion, and ſuppo- 
ſeth a meere impoſſibillity , that wee ſhould perith be- 
fore hee {end his deliverance. For God can no more for- 
get ourdeliuerance in duetime', then hee can deface his | 
owne glory. | 
* Androuching the meane time,in which he ſuftereth vs | 
to be afflicted, that all ſhall turne to our cuerlaſtivg com-- | 
fort,for therby he cieth our faith, patience,obedience,8&' 
other vertues. And the triall of our faith as S.Petey ſaith, | 7.Pet-r. - 
being much-morepretious then gold , which is tryed in 
the fire & yet periſheth,thal be forid to our praiſe, honor 
and glory,at the appearing of ur Lord ſus Chriſt, And, 
leaſt wee-ſhould doubt to faint in trouble,we are taught Y 
'that Godis faithfull, and will not ſuffer.vs zo be remprgdl 1.Cor,r0;: 
1 : | abouga! 
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| aboue our ſtrength , burtin all perplexitizs and moſtdef- 
perate caſes,will open a way how we thall auoide them. 
For as hee ſendeth vs afflition,andtempration,with the 
one hand, ſo hee will ſend vs ſtrength and comfort with 
the other hand. And this was liuely figured inthe wreſt- 
Genaz- [ling of God with 1acob: where the Lord by wreſtling and 
. +ftriuing with him , ſcemed to fight with him with one 
| hand, and by giuing him ſtrength, not onely to abide 
temptations and affliftions , bur alſo to preuaile and 
otter-come them, hee declared that hee did ſuſtaine him 
| { with the other hand. 
| | Letvsnottheretore bediſcomforted, if God himſelfe 
ſeemeto wreſtle with vs, and to fight againſt vs,by ſend- 
ing vs great troubles and temptations, for his purpoſe is 
in this moſt noble combare, both to giue vs ſtrength to, 
|  ouer-come,and alſo the praile of the viory,as Saint Pe- 
| terteſtifieth inthe place euen now alledged.Such a noble 
champion was this ſimple woman, that by faith conten- 
ded euen with Chrift himſelfe , and in the end obtained 
the victory. Declaring thereby that alchough ſhee were 
a curſed Canznrte,according to the fleſh, yet ſhee was a 
true I{raclite by faith , which prevailed eucn with God 
himſelfe.Such and ſo wonderfull are the workes of God, | 
that when all the glory of our ſaluation is properly his 
owne, yet hee vouchſafeth to gjuc vs ſuch ſtrength of 
faith,that thereby we are receiued into part of that praiſe | 
| which is due vnto him, but yet ſo that all the glory re- 
doundeth againe from vs,vnto him onely,to whom pro- | 
perly it belongeth. | 
Well, hetherto we haue heard that our Sauitour Chriſt | 
refuſed to ſpeake one word with his mouth, and yet in- 
wardly hee ſpake by his ſpirit to her minde : Ir followeth

now.inthetext, That his Diſciples came unto him,and be- 
ſeught him, ſaying: Send her away, for ſhee cryeth after vs. 
Heere his Diſciples doe not'entreate him to ſhew her 
any fauour , but onely to diſpatch her cither one way or 
other,becauſe ſhee made ſuch a bawling and crying after 
them,that they were aſhamed to heare her. And herein, 
as in many other things reuciled in the hiſtory of the 
Goſpell,they take vpon them to be wiſerthen their mai- 
{ ſter. For if he had thought ir conuenient,he would haue 
diſpatched her ſooner,for he heard her importunate out- 
cries, as well as they, bur hee reſpeRed an other matter 
which they could not conceaue. it were beſt therfore for 
men to let God alone with his owne affaires, and not to | 
preſurve to give him counſell what hee hath to doe, but 
rather to looke what he comanderh them to do.& there- 
in to occupy their heads and their hands. But ſuch curio- 
(tie raigneth in many mens mindes, that they had rather 
rake ypon them to teach God how hee ſhould gouerne

commandements. 
Bur the Papiſts arc heere to be pittied , that for lack of 


better arguments,to prooue the inuocation of Saints, are 
faineto Doſe this place of the Apoſtles requeft to haue 
this woman diſpatched : Bur alas! with what coulor or 
likelihood ofreafon?for firſt thiswoman deſireth none of 
them all to be her ſpoakſman, but crieth vnto the maiſter 
himſelfe.O Lord thou Sonxe of Dauid,hawe mercy wpon me.

graunteth any thing at their requeſt, and befides all this 
|the Apoſtles were noz dead but aliue , they ſhould haue 
ſmall comforc Lirow in this example :yet ſuch,for all the 
world, berhereft of their arguments ; The Virgin cAMary 
\praycd forthe Bridgrome when ſheetayd, They hawe no 
wire : If this was a requeſt, what was her aunſwer, womar 
what hauc 1 10.41 with thee? But above thereſt they hane | 
one notable example obthe rich man , that being inthe 
rorments of he};prayed vnto Abraham No-donbt a wor- 
thy example for vs tofollow, that of -adamned ſpirit in 
Hell we muſt learpe to make our 'prayers vnto Saints in 
Heauen:. By ſuch authority zhe doQtrine of Diuclls may 
well bee eſtabliſhed: but the children of. God aretaught | - 
an- other forme: of prayer by-their Heauenly-Schoole: 
Maiſter.. But what remedy found therich man by pray- 
ingto Abrahimahatwe might beeencouraged by his cx | 
ampleto Pray-ro Saints ? Hee madetwwe requeſts, and 
neither ofthem both was graunted . Alas!what comfort 
ſhould any-man-take by theſe examples to Þray to.dead | \ 
Saints ? and yet theſe be the beſtreatons they haucout of 
the Scripture-: ſure it is @ pittifull caſe, that ;men will 

leauc-God,who hath comanded vs to callvpon hian, and |

By theſe words we may ealily percetue,how importunat- 
ly ſhe continued her ſute,although he held his peace, & 
anſwered her not one word: for ſtill ſhee cryced and was 
nothing diſcouraged, wherby we ſee that this firſt repulſe 
did ſo lictle diminiſh Her deſire, that it kindled it more & | 
i more, And ſodoth God often-times in ſuſpending and | 
| deferring the anſwer and effe& of our praiers,prouoke vs 
| moſt earneſtly to pray: both that we may know of whom 
| we haue recelueda bencfit, and that wee may themore 
 eſtceme it when we haue it,and ſo render worthy thankes / 
ro him taat is the author of it. For ſuch is our malignicy, 
charif we be preuented with Gods benifirs(as ofren-times 
wee are) orelſe obtainerthem immetiatly vpon our re- 
queſt, we forget that we receiued them of God,and ſo be- | 
come _ynthanktull for them. Alſo wee doe not-greatly 
 eſteeme thoſethings which wee haue not long wanted, ; 
{ nor much deſired, whereby,as for ſmall benefits and.aor 
' great gifts we render ſlender thankes to God. Therefore 
God in great wiſdom prolongeth ſomerimes the perfor-: | 
mandce of his —_— denifits, thatmen-might acknow- | | 
ledge of whomthey obraine th&,worthily eftceme them, 
ciankfully receiuechem,and profitably imploy them. | | 
Bur now let vs ſee what anſwer our Sauiour Chriſtana- 
keth to the requeſt of his diſciples: [am ot ſent (ſairh he) 
but unto the loſt ſbeep of the houſe of Iſrael. Anviicomftor-; 
| table anſwerdoubtleſle ro the poore woman, wherbyhe'

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pronounceth,rhat he hath no commiſhon of God, todo; 
any thing for her, in as much as his vocation-extended 
| onely to the Iſraelites, and ſhee was one of the Gemils, 


|rable voice, didcall all that are oppreſſed vnto him, kept 


vrged by his Diſciples to ſpeake, hee ſeemethto 4 her 


and a Cananite . It was agreat.temptation vnto her be- 
forc, that he in whom all health is promiſed, and which 
willingly offered himſelfe to all other, and by his comfor-

filence to her alone, and beeing ſo earneſtly intreated to 
extend his fauour towards her,yert anſwereth her nor one 
word: butitis ten times greater, that now when hee is 


out of all hope and comfort,becauſe he was'not ſent but

fauour achis hands. And'this anſwer which hee maketh, 
was not a-pretended anſwer to ſerue for the time, but i 
was moſt true indeed. For although he was not ſent on- 
ly to the Iewes, yet was he ſent firſtvnto the ewes : And 
that wall of ſeperation , which deuided the. Iewes from 
the Gentils,vias norbroken downe before the reſurre@i- | 
on of Chriſt. And therfore in the tenth of this Goſpel, he | 
forbad his Diſciples to goe into the way of the Gentils, | 
nor the citties of the Samaritans,but gorather (ſaith he) 
ynto the loſt ſheepe of the houſe of Ifrae!l: Euen'ſo hee 
faich now-truly, 7am not ſent but vnto the loſt ſheepe of 
the houſe of Iſra:l. |

For if God be on our fide who can be againſt vs?or if a 
be againſt vs, how can they be able to hurt vs > But if God 
himſclfe ſeeme to be againſt vs, whome haue wee then to 
comfort vs ? Forthe Iuſtice of God pronounceth Dam- 
nationto all thattranſgreshis law.Butfor aſmuch as God 
' | ofhis infinite mercy hath promiſed ſaluationto all pe- 
nitent ſinners, he hath found a meane ,by which both his 
Luſtice is ſatisfied, and yet no penitent ſinner that belee- 
ueth his promiſe ſhall be damned. 
{ This onely meancis Chriſtour Sauiour , who by his; 
obedience hath chroughtly ſatisfied for all our diſobedi- 
| ence and tranſgrefli >n , as many as belecue to haue re- 
{ miſſion of our {inne: by him Seeing therefore wee haue | 
not onely the generall promiſes of God contaynedinthe 
ould Teſtament,bur alfo the full execution .performance 
and eſtabliſhment ofch-min Chriſt : whar ſhame is itfor 
vs to bee foundinferior in faith ro this Cananitiſh wo- 
| man which had no moxe bur the firſt : where-vnto neuer- 
the leſſe ſhe cleaued Faſt, that by no meanes ſhe would 
be drawne from them. And ſurely cuecn the very generall 
promiſes of God are ſufficient, that our faith being buil- 
ded vpon them ſhould neuer be remooued, for by them 
God hath fo bound him-ſelfe vnto vs, tnat by no meanes 
he can reuoke his promiſed ſaluation.

For as it is impoſſible that God ſhou)d 
lyc when he ſimply affirmeth, ſo is it more impoſliblecif 
there may be degrees in impoſſibilities) that God ſhould 
lye when hee ſweareth.

ſhould not bee granted to any.one perſon, that embra- 
ceth them by faith God ſhould bee no more true of his 
word and his oth : which is as impoſſible, as that God, 
. | ſhould beno more God. For example, ſeeing God hath 
ſaid : Whoſocuer calleth vpon the name of the Lord, ſhall be 
ſaued: If I poore wretch, embracing this promiſe of 
God by faith,doe call vpon the name of the Lord,what- 
ſoeucrlets or impediments be in the way,it is impoſſible 
but that ſhall bee ſaued. Therefore if all the Angelsin | 
heauen ſhould tell me on their owne credir, or as it were | * 
by Gads comandement,that I ſhould be damned, I muſt | 
hold them all accurſed , rather then to grant that God 
ſhould be alyar,or periured perſon.

Poore-men, all dogs wirhout Chriſt , for alrhough-man 
by his firſt creation was the moſt excellent of all creatures 
inthe world, and indeedthe fonne of God, yet by his fall

By this we ſee what merit or worthineſſe we hauc to plead 


among men, which thing if all men would conſider, that 
by kind without Chriſt,they are no better then dogs,they 
would learne to make lefſe of their painted ſheathes,, and 
more to eſteeme the benifit of Chriſt , by which they ex- 
cell,if they finde themſclues to bee better by grace, then 

they are by nature. 
But to returne to this poore woman,althovgh ſhe bee

before God, and likewiſe what cauſe we haue to be proud

| of Chriſtfor although the grace of God was peculiar yn- 
tro the nation of the Iewes; yet it was neuer ſo ſcantly and 
| pinchingly powred ypon them, but-thar ſome droppes | 
| might ouerflow vnto the Gentils, And althogh the bread 
was preparcd ecording to Gods diſpenſation onely for 
the children,yet.it could not ſo ſparingly be parted ameg 
them, bur ſome crums might fall from their table vnto | 
the dogs that lay vnder and waited for them.For Neaemer 
the Syrian,the woman of Seweria,the Centurion ſome 
ſuch other,were refreſhed with ſome crums,that fel from 
the table of the children of God thelſraclites,cuen at ſuch 
time when God was knowne only inlury,and Chriſt was 
proper vnto the Iewes.She granteth therfore,that Chriſt 
may fulfill the office whercunto hee was called of God, 
namecly,to iatisfic the Iewes, with the bread ordained for 
them,andyer let ſome crums or chippings of the ſame 
falldowne to refreſh her a poore whelpe,, that lay vnder 
the table.”Here alſo we may note the true humility , thar 
followcrh this certaine perſwaſion,of Gods mercy. This 
woman confcſlerh her ſelfe ro bee: no berter then a dog, | 
and yer ſheruſtethin the mercy of God. By this place; 
all, wee may perceiue what horrible puniſhment the 
eves deſerued at Gads hand, which cither negligently 
or diſdainfully loathed thoſe daintics of Gods table offe- 
red vnito them, which other poore wretches ſo! greedil 
dcſired,& could be content even wh the crumsthasfell 
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And we our ſelues alfo haue two matters heere to confi- 
er : ficſt the vnſpeakable goodneſſe of God, which of 
cur-dogs hath made vs his owne children by adoption: & 
of ſuch as had no place in the houſe of God, but of great- 


eſt fauourto lie 'vnder che table of his children , hauing | 
'conuerted vs from _ into his children,hath cuanced 


vsto firathis own high table with hischildren, cuen with 
Abraham, Iſaak and 1acob,as hefaith in the Goſpel : Many 


ſhalcome from all partes of the world and ſit downe with 


Abraham , Iſaak awd Iacob in the Kingdome of heauen, 
when the children of the Kingdome ſhalbe caft out into vi- 
ter darkneſſe where ſhatbe weeping and pnaſhing of teeth. 
The ſecondrhing that wee haue here to conſider is,that 
we becing turned from dogges into Gods children, doc 
not retaine ſtil|rhe nature of dogges, that is to returne 
againe to their filthie vomite, which they haue once 
caft out: that bceing extolled to ſuch digniry that wee 
are made pertakers of Gods heauenly table, wee doe not 
 behauc our felues vnreuerently , vathankefully , voholi- 
ly,but as it becometh the children of God, the table of 


God; the preſence of God,with al reuerence,obedience, 
and thankefulneſſe%o expreſſe the nature of Gods chil- 
dren,vnto which honor we are all called. Yea know the

if wee fall from faith, (as Saint Pawlſayth) God ſhall no 
more ſpare vs then he did ſpare them; yea,we ſhalbe bro- 
kenoff, and they graffed in againe: for Godis able to 
| graffe them in againe. Ler vs therfore continue in faith, 
and ſhew foorththe fruits of faith; for by the fruites the 
tree ſhall beknowne. Rn 
Hitherto we haue heard how the faithof this weman 
hath bin tryed co thevttermoſt, whyMhaving three re- 
pulſes euen of Chriſt himſclfe,yetcellſeth not topur her
